McCormick Place 
Planned Development 
Update 


t the December 15, 1992, Plan 

Commission meeting regarding 

the McCormick Place Expan- 
sion, the Chapter’s Planning and Urban 
Affairs Committee along with several 
other civic groups, presented positions 
generally supportive of the planning 
process and its end product. The 
Department of Planning and Develop- 
ment, working with what became a 
coalition of civic groups, positively af- 
fected the end product. The Inter- 
Governmental Agreement and the Plan- 
ning Development Application process 
were among the items in criticism. 

The City defined the Inter- 
Governmental Agreement (IGA) as 
merely a "financial agreement" with the 
Metropolitan Pier and Exposition 
Authority (MPEA), but with a value in 
excess of $100 million and a control of 
the access and infrastructure extending 
from 12th Street to 35th, the details of 
it are critical to the total lakefront plan- 


ning. The review of the IGA had been 
broken apart from the McCormick 
Place structure to allow the building to 
be fast-tracked in the process. The 
downside in splitting up "building" and 
"site" planning is the potential for inter 
related planning issues not being coor- 
dinated as closely as required. 

At the Plan Commission hearing, 
Alderman Ted Mazolla was first to ex- 
press the impatience and "suspicion" of 
the process, and the need for public 
input. The Department of Planning 
and Development indicated that the ini

tial draft of the document would be out 
by approximately the end of January, 
1993, and would be open for public 
review at that time. As of March 1, the 
release date remains uncertain, and the 
level of suspicion among the civic 
groups that we have spoken with 
remains high. The issues are critical to 
the total Lakefront Planning process. 

The Metropolitan Planning Coun- 
cil (MPC) had observed that the Depart 
ment of Planning and Development 
worked with MPEA up to the 12th hou 
in addressing the issues surrounding thi 
Planned Development Application 
Process. MPC observed that these 11th 
hour revisions had fallen out of the 
public planning process; the specific lar 
guage or graphics of a revision would 
not be publically available until after 
Plan Commission approval. The Plan 
Commission requested that MPC 
develop the specific recommendation 
for revisions to the process. 

This issue has touched a chord 
within our committee. On one hand, 
where time is money, the P.D. applica- 
tion is seen as a dynamic process with 
continued negotiation. It also needs to 
be a public process. MPC recommenda 
tions have been formalized and some 
discussion will need to occur. 

The AIA Chicago Planning and 
Urban Affairs Committee typically 
meets the first Wednesday of the mont 
at noon. We will continue to actively 
track these issues. We welcome others 
in discussion of these planning issues.

30 Join in North Kenwood-O

purred by the Columbian Exposi- 
tion a century ago, the North Ken- 


wood-Oakland neighborhood 
began as a settlement for affluent resi- 
dents. Historically, the south lakefront 
was a major transportation corridor 
served by both the elevated trains and 
the Illinois Central Railroad. Since the 
1950s the area has been on a downward 
spiral, making it one of Chicago's 
poorest neighborhoods. With the core 
of this neighborhood's masonry hous- 
ing stock still intact, the Commission 
on Chicago Landmarks has designated 
it a Multiple Resource District. Around 
it a Conservation Plan was developed 
and passed by the Chicago City Council 
in the fall of 1992. 

Because the city owns more than 
50% of the property and will be acquir- 
ing even more, the redevelopment goal 
is to preserve the historic fabric of the 
neighborhood and reinforce it through 
the use of design guidelines for new con- 
struction. Maintaining the existing den- 
sity and character is critical to the suc- 
cess of the project. This year the city 
hopes to issue RFPs to developers for 
the city-owned land. Their goal is to 
begin building approximately 100 units 
of housing per year for the next five to 
10 years. 

Against this background, the city's 
Department of Planning and Develop- 
ment asked AIA Chicago for assistance 
in developing design guidelines for use 
in the RFP. Organized in less than a 
month, the February 27 charrette 
brought together architects, developers, 
and city staff. Approximately 30 par- 
ticipants, over 20 of them architects, 
met at the city's offices, first for an 
hour-long bus tour of the area and then 
a presentation by city staff. Participants 
then divided into four groups to analyze 
two prototypical areas of the neighbor- 
hood: a series of vacant lots on South 
Drexel Boulevard and the infill proper- 
ties along South Oakenwald Avenue. 
After lunch, the groups convened to 
present their findings:

For South Oakenwald Avenue 

O Honor established setbacks. 

O Lots less than 30 feet wide 
should not be infilled. Properties with 
existing buildings could be paired to cre- 
ate common drives to the rear. Hard 
surface driveways required. 

O No garage door should face the 
street. 

O Masonry front facades should be 
required, and wrought iron fencing 
rather than chainlink or solid should be 
encouraged. 


O Encourage double hung windows. 


O The Illinois Central barrier wall 
should be maintained. 

O The air rights potential over the 
L.C. tracks should be eliminated. 

O Maintain existing R-5 zoning and 
allow single family only. 

O Development must begin within 
18 months of sale to discourage specula- 
tion. 

For South Drexel Boulevard 

O Guidelines should be consistent 
for both single property owners and 
developers of multiple parcels. 

O Fill voids between buildings. 

O All parking should be accessed 
from the rear to avoid curb cuts off the 
boulevard. 

O Limit buildings to four stories, 
50 feet maximum. 

O Landscaping and fencing should 
be controlled along the boulevard. 

O Front facades should only oc- 
cupy 66% of property line to visually 


break up large lots. 

O Off-street parking should serve 
new, as well as existing, buildings. 

Most groups agreed that the front 
facades should be masonry and main- 
tain existing roof lines. One group, 
however, suggested that the architect of 
new developments submit an essay il- 
lustrated with photographs. Through 
this, the architect would establish how 
the design responds/contributes to the 
existing neighborhood architecture, ef- 
fectively setting the basis for judging the 
project. This method would not limit 
the architect regarding materials per se 
but would place the burden of contex- 
tualism on the architect, especially 
regarding how the new housing design 
improves the neighborhood. 

Finally, the city of Chicago Depart- 
ment of Planning and Development 
should be commended for their orches- 
tration of the day's activities. AIA Chi- 
cago made numerous requests to facili- 
tate the charrette. The city graciously 
provided maps, area photographs, a bus 
for the tour, drawing materials, and 
even lunch. Sometimes these kinds of 
events have a way of getting out of con- 
trol, but this one started at 9 a.m. and 
ended on time at 2:30 p.m., with all par- 
ticipants staying focused on the issues. 

The city knows it can count on the 
AIA asa resource. Thanks to everyone 
who participated!

CHAPTER DINNER RECAP 


A Clear Message: The Rules Have Changed

In architectural polemic there is a long 
tradition of regarding the present, when- 
ever it may be, as a moment of crisis, a 
crossroads, - Daniel Solomon, Rebuilding, 
1992 


he term crossroads carries two 

meanings: one being a conver- 

gence in a physical sense, the 
other being a time in which important 
changes occur or decisions must be 
made. In anticipation of the national 
convention in June, an outline for per- 
vasive change was proposed during the 
Chapter Annual Dinner on February 18 

AIA President Susan Maxman and 
National AIA Committee on the En- 
vironment Chair Bob Berkebile ad- 
dressed over 150 members within the 
setting of the 410 Club. The speakers 
confronted issues ranging from natural 
and man-made disasters to materials 
specification. The message was clear 
that the rules have changed, and the 
foundation of most of our professional 
ideology, based upon unlimited resour- 
ces and self service, must change. Sus- 
tainability, which looks at the broad in- 
terconnected nature of environmental 
decision making, goes beyond the boun- 
daries of traditional architecture prac- 
tice. Further, it is not necessarily ar- 
chitects who are demanding this 
change, it is a consequence of a chang- 
ing global order. 
Maxman stated that sustainability 

"is much more than the environment; 
it’s about repositioning architects in 
society today through taking a leader- 
ship role" in quality of life issues. She 
paraphrased President Clinton, saying 
that "each one of us must become the 
engine of change." Acknowledging that 
while she had limited exposure to sus- 
tainability at the time she ran for the of- 
fice of president, Maxman has since in- 
tegrated it into her practice. She quick- 
ly adapted familiar techniques such as 
daylighting and energy saving systems 
into her new design for a Girl Scout 
Camp in Pennsylvania, resulting in sub- 


stantial operating cost savings for the 
owner and enhanced quality of life for 
the users. 

Two concurrent events helped 
shape both the scale and immediacy of 
the issue for Maxman. In June of 1992 
she joined Berkebile as AIA observer at 
the Earth Summit in Rio de Janeiro. 
Additionally, firsthand exposure to the 
devastation of Hurricane Andrew has 
confirmed her belief that something is 
seriously wrong with the way America 
builds today. She acknowledges that 
new thinking is occurring among many 
disciplines related to the built environ- 
ment, and her belief is that architects 
possess the problem-solving skills to pro- 
vide much needed leadership. She also 
challenged nontraditional architects 
(corporate architects, planners, etc.) to 
step forward for leadership positions, as 
she believes that they are positively posi- 
tioned to affect quality of life issues. 

For Berkebile, the immediate fu- 
ture promises "to be the most remark- 
able opportunity this profession has 
ever seen...if we are willing to be obser- 
vant." He believes that if we look at 
our profession, industry, culture, and 
society, "all the rules we are using to 
operate are obsolete." New models and 
methods of evaluation, which address 
present and future needs, must be 
developed. 

Two such examples are our land 
use laws and the Gross National 
Product (GNP). Land use laws, original- 
ly developed to increase property 
values, were created decades before we 
had a population, resource, energy, and 
pollution problem, and before we knew 
the automobile would be the single 
largest source of pollution on this 
planet. The GNP, developed during 
World War II to measure the produc- 
tion of war goods, was developed when 
the economy was national (rather than 
global), less complex, and before it was 
deemed important to measure human 
and natural resources as part of the equa- 
tion. Berkebile used the example of the 
Exxon Valdez oil spill (the largest en- 
vironmental disaster in the United 


States), which as far as the GNP was con- 
cerned, resulted in a $2 1/2 billion bene- 
fit to the economy. 

Berkebile continued, showing how 
decisions made by our society have a sig- 
nificant impact on global conditions, in- 
dicating that we are approaching a time 
of crisis if current methods and prac- 
tices go unchecked. He provided en- 
couragement, however, by way of the 
Chinese symbol "Ji," which means that 
the moment of crisis is the moment of 
greatest opportunity. He believes this 
symbol exemplifies our present condi- 
tion, and that there is still time to imple- 
ment change at all levels of our industry 
- if we recognize the value of "future 
thinking." 

The notion of approaching crisis is 
shared by fields ranging from biology to 
economics. Twenty years ago, the 
former created the phrase "population 
bomb" to describe an impending human 
biological crisis. While their original 
projections have proven to be exag- 
gerated, it is worthwhile to revisit the 
concept of exponential growth and its 
impact on limited resources. The value 
lies in recognizing the difficulty of 
achieving drastic change through choice 
rather than consequence. I draw on my 
memory for the analogy used by the 
authors of The Limits to Growth, which 
illustrates this well. 

"A pond has introduced to it one 
lily pad which reproduces itself each 
day; so that on the second day there are 
two, on the third day there are four, 
and so forth. On the thirtieth day the 
pond is full. The question is, when is 
the pond half full? The answer, of 
course, is the twenty-ninth day." 

The fact that the February meeting 
set an attendance record shows a high in- 
terest level among members and 
promises future discussion about the de- 
gree of crisis we may face. The profes- 
sion has historically experienced a cycli- 
cal social and environmental agenda. 
Currently, these are critical factors, and 
it appears the demand for this type of 
thinking is here to stay. — -Knittel is an 
architect with Gastinger and Walker.
